GASH  RECEIPTS,  JANUABT- SEPTMBER  1950 


Farmers '  cash  receipts  from  marketings  in  the  period  January 
through  July  of  this  year  amounted  to  13.O  "billion  dollars,  or  7  percent 
less  than  receipts  in  the  first  7  months  of  last  year.    Cash  receipts  in 
August  and  September  are  tentatively  estimated  at  2.7  an<i  3»0  "billion 
dollars,  respectively,  "bringing  the  cumulative  total  through  Septem"ber 
to  approximately  12.7  "billion  dollars — down  only  k  percent  from  last  year. 

Cash  Receipts,  January- Sept em"ber 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  during  the  first  9  months  of  1950 
are  estimated  at  IS. 7  "billion  dollars,  k  percent  less  than  receipts  in 
the  corresponding  period  last  year.    Prices  of  farm  products  to  date  aver- 
age nearly  the  same  as  a  year  ago,  "but  the  volume  of  marketings  is  a  little 
smaller. 

The  9-n»onth  total  of  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
is  11.2  "billion  dollars,  including  b.U  "billion  for  meat  animals,  2,9  "bil- 
lion for  dairy  products,  1,8  "billion  for  poultry  and  eggs — and  the  small 
remainder  representing  miscellaneous  minor  livestock  items.    As  compared 
with  receipts  in  the  same  months  last  year,  meat  animals  are  up  about  5 
percent,  mostly  "because  of  higher  average  prices;  dairy  receipts  are  prac- 
tically the  same,  with  a  larger  production  of  milk  offset  "by  lower  average 
prices;  "but  poultry  and  eggs  are  off  a"bout  18  percent  as  a  result  of  lower 
prices.    The  total  for  all  livestock  items  is  slightly  smaller  than  last 
year. 

Cash  receipts  from  crops  during  the  9-n»onth  period  are  estimated 
at  7*5  "billion  dollars,  or  7  percent  "below  crop  receipts  in  the  same  months 
of  19^.    Receipts  from  corn  and  to"bacco  are  up  a  little  from  last  year, 
"because  of  higher  average  prices  in  eacn  case.    And  receipts  from  some 
fruits  are  larger,  mostly  as  the  result  of  a  larger  volume  of  sales.  But 
receipts  are  "below  those  of  last  year  for  the  other  principal  crops. 
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Oash  Receipts  in  Augu.st 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  In  August  are  now  estimated  at 
2.7  "billion  dollars,  including  1,3  'billion  from  crops  and  1,4  iDillion 
from  livestock  and  livestock  products.    Total  receipts  were  up  alfiiost  7 
percent  from  August  a  year  ago,  with  livestock  showing  a  gain  of  S  per- 
cent and  crops  5  percent. 

Cash  Receipts  in  Septem'ber 

Tarmers'  receipts  from  Septem'ber  marketings  are  expected  to  total 
approximately  3*0  "billion  dollars,  10  percent  more  than  in  August  and 
slightly  more  than  in  Septem'ber  a  year  ago.  Prices  of  farm  products  may 
average  slightly  higher  th^ji  in  August  and  possihly  from  8  to  10  percent 
a*bove  prices  in  Septem'ber  last  year.  On  the  other  hand,  while  the  volume 
of  marketings  will  "be  seasonally  larger  than  in  August,  it  will  pro'ba'bly 
'be  considera'bly  smaller  than  last  year. 

Gash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  may  total  a'bout 
1.5  'billion  dollars,  slightly  more  than  last  month  and  7  percent  more  than 
a  year  ago.    Receipts  from  meat  animals  are  likely  to  "be  a  little  larger 
than  in  August,  ?.s  seasonal  increases  in  quantities  marketed  will  prohahly 
more  than  offset  an  expected  decline  in  prices  of  hogs.    Compared  with 
last  Septem'ber,  receipts  from  meat  animals  may  "be  up  a'bout  I5  percent, 
mainly  "because  of  higher  prices.    Septem'ber  dairy  receipts  will  be  down 
seasonally,  and  pro'ba'bly  a'bout  the  same  as  last  year.    Receipts  from  poul- 
try and  eggs  may  'be  up  a'bout  7  percent  from  their  August  level,  reflect- 
ing larger  marketings  of  chickens  and  turkeys;  "but  they  are  likely  to  "be 
10  percent  under  a  year  ago  "because  of  lower  prices. 

Cash  receipts  from  Septem'ber  crop  marketings  will  pro'ba'bly  total 
a'bout  1.5  'billion  dollars,  up  a'bout  I5  percent  from  August,  mostly  'because 
of  a  seasonally  larger  voluine,  "but  do\m  slightly  from  last  Septem'ber. 
Crop  prices  are  expected  to  average  a'bout  I5  percent  higher  than  last 
year,  "but  the  volume  of  marketings  is  much  smaller,  mainly  'because  of 
reduced  production  of  cotton  and  wheat.     Septem'ber  receipts  from  these  two 
commodities  are  seasonally  loiver  for  wheat  and  seasonally  higher  for  cot- 
ton, v/ith  "both  considerahly  "below  a  year  ago.    Receipts  from,  feed  crops 
will  "be  larger  than  last  Septem"ber  because  of  higher  prices  for  corn. 
With  seasonally  larger  marketings  of  flaxseed,  soybeans,  and  peanuts, 
total  receipts  from  oil-bearing  crops  may  be  twice  as  large  as  in  August; 
but  they  will  probably  be  lower  than  last  year  because  of  smaller  market- 
ings of  peanuts  and  flaxseed.    Tobacco  prices  and  cash  receipts  are  both 
expected  to  be  above  their  Ausut  levels — and  higher  than  in  September 
last  year.    Receipts  from  fruits  and  vegetables  ijay  show  little  change 
from  either  the  preceding  month  or  the  same  month  a  year  ago.

Another  conclusion  that  may  be  drawn  from  the  data  on  per  capita  income 
s  that  farmers'   income  has  declined  substantially  relative  to  the  income  of 
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nonfarm  people  in  tho  last  2- years.    Incone  per  person  on  farms  was  61  percent 
of  the  nonfarm  average  in  19^7 »  5^  per  cent  in  19''+8,  and  only  50  percent,  in  19^9»' 
In  terms  of  income  per  farm  worker,  the  percentage  dropped  from  JO  percent  of 
the  average  for  industrial  workers  in  19^7  "to  ^2  percent  in  19^  and  55  per- 
cent in  19^9-^^    In  fact,  the  19^9  porcontages  are  lower  in  each  case  than  those 
for  any  year  since  19^2. 

Other  Highlights 

Although  farm  production  expenses  declined  from  IS, 5  hillion  dollars  in 
19^3  to  IS.O  "billion  in  19'+9f         percentage  of  farmers'  gross  income  account- 
ed for  hy  expenses  rose  to  56  percent,  larger  than  in  any  -orovious  year  since

Total  net  income  from  agriculture,  including  farm  incone  going  to  non- 
farm  people  as  v;ell  as  to  persons  living  on  farms,  amounted  to  IS.l  "billion 
dollars  in  19^9 — do^vn  17  percent  from  the  previous  year.  .Since  nonagricultural 
net  income  was  practically  the  same  in  19^9  as  in  19^3»  agriculture's  contri- 
hution  to  the  total  national  income  declined  from  10. 5  percent  in  l^kS  to  S.9 
percent  in  19^+9 — "the  smallest  since  I9H0, 

Realized  net  income  per  farm  averaged  $2*367'  in  19^9»  nearly  15  percent 
less  than  the  19^  a.verage.    Gross  income  per  farm  v;as  $5»322,  down  S  percent. 

Farmers '  capital  expenditures  on  "buildings,  motor  vehicles,  and  other 
machinjry  and  equipment  for  production  purposes  totaled  5*3  "billion  dollars 
in  19^9  as  compared  i-^ith  5.2  "billion  in  I9US.    Since  the  amount  charged  off 
as  necessary  for  upkeep  and  replacement  of  existing  caoita.l  equipment  was  only 
3.7  "billion,  farmers  made  a  net  investment  of  1.6  "billion  dollars  in  the  farm 
plant  during  19^9* 

Including  only  cash  income  from  farming,  and  deducting  all  cash  spent 
for  production  purposes,  the  remaining  net  cash  availa"ble  to  persons  on  farms 
for  family  living,  taxes,  and  savings  was  10, S  "billion  dollars — 13  percent 
less  than  in  19^8,    At  the  same  time,  prices  paid  "by  farmers  for  commodities 
and  services  used  in  family  living  declined  only  3  percent,  on  the  average. 
So  the  purchasing  power  of  not  cash  farm  income  declined  10  percent — to  the. 
lowest  level  since  19^1.  .  .
